REVOLUTIONARY MEXICAN ART SHOW TOURS THE U.S. 


Social satire and the common people are its favorite topics 


Jjorn of the Social Revolution of 1910, the Mexican 

modern art movement is a striking reaction to 
the academic period which preceded it. Instead of 
smooth, respectful oils of saints and viceroys and 
politicians, Mexican painters of today have turned 
increasingly to social satire and the depiction of the 
common people and their labors in strong colors and 
in Impressionistic style.

‘The first ingredient a Fascist organizer must have is a set of peop! 
grievance, He promises to solve their grievance and in the meanti 
them that life is hard and heroic and they are heroes. He makes them look more 
or less like heroes by putting them in uniforms, preferably with riding boots. He 
provides a mumbo-jumbo ritual of oaths, emblems, salutes. He drills his men 
hard, disciplines them severely, takes them camping, lets them parade. Inci- 
dentally, lonely men get to meet their fellows. ‘The final result is a unified body 
of men, all set to go somewhere. ‘The recipe apparently is based on the deepest 
psychology of modern man, for it notably works. 

In Belgium there are not one, but three, Fascist groups of discontented men. 
It will be noticed (below) that their leaders all slightly vary the Fascist salute,

Se Cicero 19 centuries ag ‘he diseases of the mind are more numerous and 
more destructive than those of the body.” Modern psychiatrists confirm this 
‘statement but still know little of the causes of mental illnesses. Because doctors 
have always cured diseases through the body, they are uncertain as to what 
should be done about psychoses which may result from physical or mental causes 
or both. Such ailments may come from continuous tooth troubles, alcohol, 
venereal disease. They may also be caused by a feeling of guilt, a lack of self- 
confidence or a sense of insecurity. 

Most prevalent form of psychosis is dementia praecox (schizophrenia). It 
accounts for 20 per cent of hospital admissions, fills one-half of the beds in mental 
institutions. Its victims are usually introver They 
are unsociable, eccentric, often very stubborn. 

‘The second-largest group of insane are manic-depressives who are emotionally 
unstable, swing suddenly from chasms of depression to peaks of gaiety 

A third group are paranoiacs, victims of delusions of persecution. 

The nature of these three diseases is unknown. Mental illness due to phy 
cal factors makes up 45 per cent of admissions. The total of all cases increases

annually. However, despite scientific Jeremiahs who predict the world will be 
totally insane 100 years hence, it is probable that the increase is more apparent 
than real, due to the fact that mental ills are now more quickly recognized 
than in the past. Medical knowledge is soon coming to the point where it will 
be able to turn the tide of insanity. Today psychoanalysis is an effective trea 
ment in many cases. Occupational therapy and kind care liberate many of the 
mentally afflicted from their delusions. 

Most successful of recent physical therapies are the fever and insulin trea 
ments shown in the pictures on this page taken at Bellevue Hospital in New York 
City. Schizophrenies are now give ely larger doses of insulin until they 
are shocked into a state of coma. come out of the coma they lose 
their confused state of mind, become entirely lucid. ‘The treatment has proved 
successful on a large per cent of patients, Because the remed 
not yet known whether it has a permanent effect. Finally, most important is the 
preventive work done in out-patient and child-guidance clinics, as promoted by 
the National Committee on Mental Hygiene, where adults and children tending 
toward mental maladjustment are cured before the disease is rooted in them.

He remained 
the one Italian whom the second Duce 
dared not order about. 


Incredibly vain, he had as a curly-haired school- 
boy of 19 already published two books of poems, 
one largely plagiarized. ‘The stream of novels, 
plays, poems and essays that followed have almost 
all been banned by the Vatic 
heretical. In Jl Fuoco, written in 1900, he described his relations with Eleonora 
Duse with such brutal frankness that he drove that great actress into shamed
